THREE  TIES,  GIVE  SOCCER 

TEAM  BALANCED  RECORD 


After  losing  ihc  opening  game  i<>  Phillips 
Academy  at  Andover,  the  varsity  soccer  team 
settled  clou  11  and  played  five  straight  games 
without  a  loss.  On  Saturday,  October  5.  the 
team  played  t lie  Noble  and  Greenough  School 
to  a  0-0  tie  in  two  overtimes.  On  Wednesday. 
October  9,  at  Cambridge  against  Browne  and 
Nichols,  the  (Governors  were  searching  for 
their  first  win  of  the  season.  Early  in  the 
first  quarter,  David  Hardenbergh  connected 
with  a  fine  shot  from  the  left  wing  to  send 
the  team  into  the  lead,  and  before  the  first 
period  had  ended,  center  forward  Pete  Buck- 
ingham scored  the  second  goal  of  the  after- 
noon. Pete  scored  again  during  the  second 
period  to  account  for  a  3-0  win. 

The  fourth  game  of  the  season  was  played 
on  Whipple  Field  against  the  Brooks  School. 
The  Governors  found  it  hard  to  get  started, 
and  Brooks'  Fred  Merrill  had  scored  a  goal 
before  the  Red  team  started  to  pass  well  and 
show  some  fine  teamwork.  Left  inside  John 
Bead  scored  the  Governors'  first  goal  seconds 
before  the  end  of  the  first  period.  During  the 
second  period.  Captain  Jack  Williams  scored 
the  Governors'  second  goal  for  a  winning 
total  of  2-1. 

Teamwork  Earns  Tie  at  Belmont, 
Victory  at  St.  PauVs 
On  Wednesday  afternoon,  October  16,  in 
an  even  contest  with  Belmont  High  School 
the  Governors'  halfback  line  was  outstand 
ing.  The  fine  teamwork  of  Pete  Fitts,  Harvey 
Hayden,  and  Tom  Grose  aided  the  forward 
line  considerably  in  carrying  the  ball  into 
the  scoring  area,  where  Jack  Williams  scored 
during  the  third  period,  and  Scott  Cappel 
connected  with  an  excellent  corner  kick  from 
Nick  Day  to  give  the  team  a  2-2  tie.  The  St. 
Paul's  game  followed,  and  the  Governors, 
sparked  by  goalie  Bill  Whiting's  expert  han- 
dling of  the  defense,  remained  unscored  upon 
while  Captain-elect  Scott  Cappel  punched  in 
the  Governors'  only  goal  in  the  third  quarter 
for  a  win  of  1-0. 

Tabor  Academy,  the  league  champion, 
played  host  to  the  Governors  at  Marion  on 
Saturday,  October  26,  and  put  the  pressure 
on  right  from  the  starting  whistle.  Tabor's 
goal  of  the  first  period  was  equalled  when 
Nick  Day  tied  the  score  at  the  beginning  of 


the  second.  However.  Tabor  scored  two  more 
goals  dining  the  second  period  plus  an  addi- 
tional two  during  the  third  and  fourth  periods 
to  make  the  final  score  5-1.  Tom  (/rose  played 
an  excellent  game,  and  successfully  bottled 
up  one  of  the  chief  threats  on  the  Tabor  club. 

The  Milton  game  was  played  after  both 
schools  had  been  hit  by  the  recent  Asian  flu 
epidemic.  Goalie  Fred  Huntress,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  regular  Bill  Whiting,  played  a  fine 
game  with  Don  Gray  and  Fred  Sayles  as 
fullbacks.

sive  units  with  his  standout  play.  When  the 
final  whistle  blew,  the  Governors  found  them- 
selves the  proud  possessors  of  a   13-0  score.
